‘There are seven days in a week, 
and seven times secn is 49, and 
that's how many days it will be 
until there are car-lot beans from 


the upper Glades, Not earlier than 


that, anyway, and maybe a bit 
longer. 
The varieties of beans that are 
most generally planted in this 
region require 45 to 65 days to 
mature, depending on weather. 
They will come off about the end 
of the first week in October. 
Bome beans were planted last 
week, some were planted this 
week, but most of the growers 
are waiting for cooler weather in 
the belief that they will have 
beans to ship just as early as will 
the growers who have fudged. 
The first beans of the 1930 sea- 
son will not go out In car lots; the 
first new beans will be of such 
Umited quantity that the huck- 
sters and f. o. b. buyers will get 
them, the hucksters taking their 
Purchases to east coast cities and 
the f. o. b. buyers forwarding by 
express. The car-lot movement 
proper cannot well begir earlier 
than the middle of October, which 
will be abdut the usual time for 
the movement in that volume, 
This forecast is, of course, depend- 
ent on exemption from flooding. 
Seed beds are being made from 
which to transplant peppers, egg- 
plants and tomatoes. The prospect 
is for increased acreage of egg- 
Plants and fall tomatoes. Because 
seed potatoes. are not likely to be 
available for nlanting in OctoBar, 
which is the best time, and be- 
Qause the potatoes cost more than 
the seed for any other crop, there 
is not likely to: be much acreage 
in this region.
